The report which the voters will be reading 
Saturday afternoon, in the Town Meeting is per- 
haps the tightest job done by the Finance Com- 
mittee in several years. After last years ex- 
perience the committee-has quite evidently done 
a thorough job of checking to find any possible 
left footed addition that may have come to them 
and eliminated it. 

And while the Finance Committee reports that 
the estimated tax rate is $69.00 we feel that 
there is a possibility of a lower rate -perhaps 
$68.00, possibly $67.50. 

It is, however, a matter of judgement, and 
while we may differ from the Finance Committee 
in several items, their estimates are possibly 
better than our own - as they have a freer ac- 
cess to records, among other things, and fur- 
ther they have yet (as of this writing) to meet 


with the School Committee to discuss the use of} 


funds coming from the Federal Government 
lic Law 874). 

The School Committee was scheduled, last 
night, to offer a sum of $20,000 from the money 
available, to reduce school appropriations. 
$20,000 is a little over 60 cents on the tax 
rate, which would bring the Fin Com estimate 
down to say $68.40 

Another point which will ultimately affect 
the ultimate rate, of course, is the Valuation 
of Assessed Property in Wilmington for the year 
1962. 

The FinCom has a figure of $28,550,000. Pos- 
sibly it should be higher, but at this moment 
everyone is guessing. Our guess is that it will 
be nearer $29,000,000, whirh would make the es- 
timated tax rate still lower. 

The town is fortunate this year in that it 
has an unexpected "windfall" which showed up on 
the "Cherry Sheet" - a windfall of $24,994.00. 
Otherwise the FinCom estimate would be closer 
to $70, instead of $69. (The Cherry Sheet, so- 
called from the color of the paper used, is a 
report from the Commonwealth on funds available 
and expenditures to be made because of State 
and County expenses, for the coming year). 

We aren't certain, from our reading of the 
figures, whether the FinCom put this $24,994 in 
the so-called Available Funds, or in Estimated 
Receipts, but in either case it is worth about 
80¢ as a tax reduction. 

One of the questions that someone is bound 
to ask, about this year's meeting, is that no 
figures show for sewer charges - but is it in 
the Cherry Sheet. This year's sewer charges, 
Payable to the MDC is $31,804, down $5,666 from 
last year.

state) under the provisions of Chapter 91, 
which is a water drainage law. Perhaps work 
will get started this year, the TM says.’ It is 
a good project.

I have owned this land in Wilmington for Counsel. 


seventeen years. The land is at the intersec- 
tion of Route 129 and Route 93, north of 129 
and west of Route 93. 

The major part of this land is swamp.’ This 
swamp has one to seven feet of muck or peat, 
usually covered with a foot of water. A Sani- 
tarian report submitted at the Planning Board 
and Board of Appeals hearings proved that the 
land is unsuited for its presently zoned resi- 
dential use. 

I invite you to take a look at the land, 
which can be seen as you travel South on Route 
93, just as you approach the Route 129 overpass 
I am sure you will agree with the Sanitarian 
that this swamp is not suited for residential 
use. Also consider that few spots in Wilmington 
may be reached by out of town traffic with as 
little travel over town Note there are 
only three residences in the vicinity; one 
my son's home, and another is my own. 

May I review facts relative to this parcel 
of land along Route 93 which were brought out 
at public hearings. 

In 1945 I purchased the land, then compris- 
ing about 8 acres. At that time a portion of 
the land was zoned for industry. 

In 1955 the entire property was re-zoned to 
single residence A by the adoption of the pre- 
sent zoning by-law.

In 1957 the General Plan Report, paid for by! of the Land Court is reversed, 


a U.S. grant and prepared by experts under the! 


direction of the Planning Board, found the best 
use of the land- to be "Non-local Business" and 
"Commercial". (A portion was designated as "un- 
buildable.") This report was based on the new 
location of Route 93. 

Also, in 1957, one and a half acres of my 
land was taken by the state for Route 93. The 
present boundary is along Route 93. 

In 1960 the land was the subject of a re- 
zoning article. Some felt that the change in 
zoning requested was "spot zoning", and as such 
was illegal.’ Therefore, Article 36 of the War- 
rant is a proposal to extend the existing Gen- 
eral Business district at West and Lowell 
Streets, eastward to Route 93. 


I hope you will agree that re-zoning this 
parcel as I request is in keeping with the 
spirit of the zoning by-law. It is part of the 
steady adjustment of the by-law to changing 
conditions. The zoning by-law was passed under, 
and derives its authority from, powers found in 
both State and Federal Constitutions, to make 
regulations to promote the public health, safe- 
ty and welfare. 

In reviewing the case of a similar tract of 
swampy land ( Barney & Carey Co. vs. Town of 
Milton, 324 Mass. 440.) with similar zoning re- 
strictions and similar limitations for develop- 
ment the owners contended "that the application 
of the (residential) zoning regulations to its 
land is an arbitrary, unreasonable and oppre- 
sive interference with its rights in the pro- 
perty and is violative of the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States". 

The decision of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court, in that ends as follows:- 

‘We do not mean that the petitioners land 
cannot be subjected to restrictions that will 
bear a rational relation to the public health, 
safety, and welfare and regulate use of the 
land to this extent, We only say that this re- 
sult can not be constitutionally accomplished 
by a regulation limiting its use to those uses 
permitted in a residential zone. ‘The decision 
and a decision 
is to be entered adjudging the zoning by-law 
invalid as applied to the petitioners land, SO 
ORDERED.’ 

I propose that an existing General Business 
Zone be extended. 

I submit that the present zoning creates a 
hardship in that I cannot use my land for its 
presently zoned use and that the Board of Ap- 
peals feel that relief should be by re-zoning 
rather than a variance. 

I ask you to consider the 
favor of Article 36.

We would also 
like to take this opportunity 
to explain brieflv the two 
warrant articles proposed by 
the Permanent Building Commit- | 
tee for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing on Saturday. 

1. The organization of the} 
Permanent Building Committee | 

The Permanent Building Com- | 
mittee consists of five mem- 
bers appointed by the Board of | 
Selectmen and Town Manager. 

In addition the Permanent 
Building Committee is assisted 
by six advisory members who 
include the Town Manager and 
the Superintendent of Schools, 
and one member dexignated by 
the Board of Selectmen, the 
School Committee, the Planning 
Board and the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

These advisory members are 
entitled to (1) attend and 
participate in all meetings of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee, (2) receive copies of the 
minutes of the Permanent Build 
ing Committee, and (3) have 
access to the records of the 
Permanent Building Committee. 

2. The Operation of the Per- 
manent Building Committee 

All contracts by the Perma- 
nent Building Committee must 
be countersigned by the Town 
Manager. Copies of contracts/ 
are filed with the Town Ac- 
countant. 

No payments can be made from 
funds appropriated to the Perm 
anent Building Committee with- 
out (1) approval of the Town 
Accountant, (2) approval of 
the Town Manager and Board of 
Selectmen. All payments are 
recorded by the Town Treasurer 
and the Town Accountant. 

3. Article 34 (Funds for Site 
Evaluation) 

It is the responsibility of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee to investigate and recom- 
mend the acqisition of sites 
for future schools. 

On the basis of studies made 
by the Planning Board and the 
School Department, several 
sites are under consideration 
by the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee. Before final recom- 
mendations can be made, it is 
necessary to take borings and 
made engineerjng and topo- 
graphical surveys. 

All sites under consideration 
conform to the master plan for 
future school districts. Early 
action in obtaining such sites 
is essential - otherwise the 
sites may be developed for o- 
ther purposes, This would be 
an expensive waste of time, 
effort and money already in- 
vested in Wilmington’s plan-
